When doctors diagnosed Barbara Tarbox with stage-four 
lung cancer in September 2002, she had been smoking 
since she was 11 years old, in the seventh grade. Barb did 
what no anti-smoking ads could; she spoke of her real life 
experiences, using her own cancer-wracked body to tell the 
dangers of smoking. 

Barb spoke at numerous junior and senior high schools 
throughout Canada, sharing her story with over 50,000 
people. We were honored to have her at our school, and 
there was not a person who came out of the gym that day 
that wasn't touched by her crusade to keep our generation 
from making a very ignorant decision.

Zev Kedem 


Zev Kedem, one of the last remaining Schindler Jews spoke at 
the school and shared his touching story with us. 


As an 11-year-old boy, Zev Kedem was one of the 1,100 
Schindler Jews whose life was miraculously saved by German 
industrialist Oscar Schindler. When Germany invaded Poland 
in 1939, 5-year old Zev Kedem and his family fled the Nazis, 
but were soon captured and taken to the Krakow Ghetto with 
30 000 other Jews. Through the love and loyalty of his family, 
Kedem escaped Nazi soldiers on many occasions, but was 
separated from everyone he knew in the process. "Little did I 
know then that this darkness that surrounded me would 
surround me for six years." 


After passing through many concentration camps, 10-year old 
Kedem learned he had been selected to work at Oscar Schindler's 
factory, and called it the "most wondrous of plans to create a 
fictitious factory in Czechoslovakia." Oscar Schindler, a German 
member of the Nazi party eventually saw Jews not as slave 
labour, butas mothers, fathers, and children, exposed to ruthless 
slaughter. He operated his factory under the guise of an 
armament factory for Germany, but employed 1200 Jews to 
keep them from certain death in the hell of death camps.
